city council and the city treasurer 
again has his orders to pay only such 
warrants as are issued by the pres- 
ent city council 


This action was taken at the regu- 


lar monthly meeting of the council 
held Monday afternoon and places tha 
matter where it was when the recent 
mandamus proceeding was started bjr 
the State bank 


When the present council was or 


ganized last July a resolution was 
passed ordering the city treasurer to 
pay only such warrants as were is 
sued by the present council thereby 
giving the council an opportunity to 
Incur bills and make payments which 
could 
be> held 
within the limits of 


the budget of expenses for the year. 
This action was taken in an effoit to 
place the city as nearly as possible 
on a cash basis by having provided 
n the budget for the year sufficient 
'unds to pay all warrants which were 
to be kept down to the budget limit 


The understanding of the members 


of the council was that this refusal 
o pay debts incurred by previous 
councils would give the creditors of 
ttoa city an opportunity to go Into 
«iourt and get a judgment 
against 


the city, which would then give the 
icity a chance to levy a special tax 
assessment for the purpose of clean- 
ing up this Indebtedness 


Tha court action did not come in 


the way expected,by the council, u 
the State bank, which holds a num- 
ber of warrants cashed for depbs ton 
and others under an agreement with 
the previous councils, started a man- 
damus proceeding against the 
city 


treasurer to compel him to pay 
the 


warrants in the order issued and reg- 
istered 
This order was given 
by 


Judge Perkins of the circuit court, 
and 
following the decision of the 


court, the city council took action 
rescinding 
the resolution of econ- 


otay," which was the cause of the 
court action 


Pending an appeal from the deci- 


sion of the court in the mandamus 
proceeding the city treasurer Is said 
to have refused to pay the warrants 
as ordered by the court, and was 
ser\ed with an order to obey the or 
der of the court or appear and show 
cause why he should not do so

rescinding the resolution another ac 
tlon is said to have Btcn started 
by

tbeir gray uniforms were gathered at 
the forks of tbe valley pike, watching 
for tbe bead of tbe wagon train to ap- 
pear. 


Presently a cloud of dust was seen 


rising far up tbe road, and as tbe wind 
blew it aside tbe Confederates caught 
sight of a line of men in blue escorting 
a caravan of lumbering wagonx drawn 
by mules. Instantly Mosby gave the 
order to run a little howitzer up on tb* 
side of a bill and nnliinber it. As soon 
as tbe gun bad opened fire tbe rest of 
tbe men were to make a cavalry charge 
and throw the train into confusion. 


be rangers jerked the gun into po- 


sition and began to swab It out Sud- 
denly the man with the swab gave a 
shrill yell, seized tbe seat of his panta- 
loons and fled down tbe hill and out 
into the road. Almost in tbe same 
moment tbe otber man at tbe gun 
abandoned it 
He seemed to be fight- 


ing at tbe air as be disappeared over 
a stone wall. 


The sutler's wagons were creeping 


nearer, and Mosby did not know what 
to think of sucb extraordinary conduct 
He ordered four more men to the gun, 
but hardly bad they reached it when 
they, too, yelled, began to beat tbe air 
madly with their hats and took to 
flight. 


Spurring bis horse over the stone 


wall. Mosby rode toward tbe gun, but 
his stay was Jihort. The howitzer stood 
Just over a hornets' nest, and those 
busy Insects were resenting the intru- 
sion. They hud repelled tbe invaders 
on foot, and now they swaruied on 
Mosby's horse till the maddened ani- 
ti|!il tore off donn the pike on a run. 
Then they turned their attention to 
the rest of tbe troop.

their gray uniforms were gathered at 
the forks of tbe valley pike, watching 
for the head of tbe wagon train to ap- 
ear 
Presently a cloud of dust was seen 


rising far up tbe road, and as tbe wind 
blew it aside tbe Confederates caught 
sight of a line of men in blue escorting 
i caravan of lumbering wagons drawn 
by mules 
Instantly Mosby gave the 


order to run a little howitzer up on tb* 
side of a bill and nnliinber it. As soon 
as tbe gun bad opened fire the rest of 
tbe men were to make a cavalry charge 
and throw the train into confusion. 


Tbe rangers jerked the gun into po- 
Itlon and began to swab It out Sud- 
lenly the man with the swab gave a 
shrill yell, seized the seat of his pauta- 
oons and fled down tbe hill and out 
Into the road. Almost in the same

Francois Blanc bowed his bead and 


was marched away. When his term 
of service had passed lie came out of 
jail with $20.000 to his credit in bank. 
Right under the nose of the Judge 
who had convicted him he established 
a casino In Homburg, wblcli was really 
a gambling house. He made money. 
but a prejudice against gambling was 
growing in Germany, and be feared 
the time would come when laws would 
»e passed that would ruin his business. 


M. Blane looked up rather than 


down. 
He aspired to run his gam- 


bling business in a country where he 
could so influence the laws that none 
would be made to Interfere with his 
method of enriching himself. So he 
looked about him. In Europe there are 
a number of small kingdoms, princi- 
palities. dukedoms, that have been In- 
dependent so long that none »f the 
great powers have the hardihood to 
absorb them. Blanc found a little prin- 
cipality containing a few square miles 
only thnt seemed ripe for what be in- 
tended. What the powers dnre not ab- 
sorb by the bayonet be resolved to ab- 
sorb by undermining with gold. 


The ruler of this principality bad 


descended from one of the oldest ro.val 
families in Europe, but he hod nothing 
but his pedigree. He held a court. it 
is true, but bis courtiers were those 
who served without salaries and were 
able occasionally to lend the sovereign 
money. 
In order to recoup be sold a 


concession In his principality to two 
men. who bought It with the Intention 
of opening a gambling house on the 
territory conceded. They built a ca- 
sino and began operations, but the 
prince Wanted all their profits, nnd 
they became discouraged 


Francois Blunc, learning of this ron- 


ceasion and the condition of Its own- 
ers. bought It from them and. closing 
out his casino at Hombnrg. built a 
costly one on the new site, laid out 
splendid gardens— In short expended 
several millions with a view to making 
his place attractive. 
Fortunately for 


him the time was ripe for .such nn In- 
vestment. 
For many years Bndcn 


Baden, in Germany, had been the 
fashionable gambling center of Eu- 
rope. where every one. from royalty to 
commoner, gave way to the pnsslon of 
gaming. 
Baden Baden wns now no 


longer such a resort, and Blanc aimed 
to make his concession what Baden 
Bnden h«a been. 


Ill this he succeeded. The gambling 


mania of Europe wns all m»de to pour 
told into Francois Blanc's pocket. 
Kings nnd queens, princes and prin- 
cesses. dukes nud duchesses, oifrne nnd 
made It fashionable, to be followed by 
every one who had a franc to spend 
nnd a franc to risk. The sovereign 
had all the money be wanted to spend, 
and bis court, if not numerous, were 
at least well dressed and were nut 
ended upon to lend the prince money. 
But while he beld the empty title of 
ruler of the 
principality Francois 


Blanc wns the real governor. 


The prince died and left bis Inherit- 


ance to blN son. The new sovereign 
proved himself really nothing more 
than a silent Junior partner In u gam- 
bling establishment and there wag 
nothing for him to do but remuln as 
he was. so he renewed the concession 
for a term of flfty years for $5.000.000, 
a sum that Francois Blanc could well 
afford to pay since he made it in a 
single year. 
He could afford to do 


more than this. He furnlsbed all the 
money "necessary to run the govern- 
ment. including official salaries. 


One storm arose on the gambler sov- 


ereign's path, but he weathered it 
The prince's neighbors, not relishing a 
gambling principality so near them. 
endeavored to Induce one of the pow- 
ers on which It bordered to take steps 
to prohibit It In addition, the prince's 
subjects became dissatisfied at paying 
taxes to a prince who hud inch an 
enormous revenue.

ent's office Monday evening. 


Commissioner Prevail reported that 


he met with the superintendent on 
February 13th, and canvassed the re- 
turns of the New' Smyrna bond elec- 
tion, which showed a result of a tie 
vote, thus losing the issue for bonds. 
This report was received and accepted 
by the board. 


The plan as formulated by the last 


board to hold a Teachers' Improve- 
ment associatioa during March was 
reconsidered and it was decided to 
postpone this association until Sep- 
tember, at which time a week or such, 
part thereof as may seem necessary, 
may be had for this purpose. The rea 
son for this change, Is that the school 
term is so nearly expired that no great 
deal of good could result from such an 
association held at this time. 


The superintendent reported that he 


had closed the Winona school on ac- 
count ot the low average. He also re- 
ported that W B Taylor, ot Pierson; 
L. B Winslow, of Kingston, and Hat- 
tie Bennett, of Osteen (colored) had 
tendered their resignations and that 
Miss Emma Rutherford, C. O. Arm- 
strong and M. J. Schuler had been as- 
signed to the respective places to fill 
the vacancy 


The superintendent also reported
